2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, taken alone and/or in combination with other does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
merging a first data stream with a second data stream to generate a third data stream by receiving 
a packets from the first data stream and the second data stream; storing a first data in packet ID 
arrival registers where a first portion of the first data indicating that the first packet ID is equal to 
an ID associated with a first of the plurality of the packet ID arrival registers and a second 
portion of the first data indicating that the first packet ID is not equal to an ID associated with a 
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second of the plurality of the packet ED arrival registers; calculating a first autocorrelation vector 
that is indicative of the arrival rate of incoming packet in the first data stream; calculating a 
second autocorrelation vector that is indicative of the arrival rate of incoming packets in the 
second data stream and including the first packet in the third data stream, based upon a 
comparison of a magnitude of the first autocorrelation vector and the magnitude of the second 
autocorrelation vector, in combination with other recited limitations.
